WASHINGTON.—About 75 y e a r s 


ago, you might ha%'e been sailing 
blithely over the south Pacific ocean, 
when all of a sudden you could have 
seen, far head, a man riding across the 
ocean on a mule. 


Now, 
the thing to do in that case 


was not to throw your bottle away, or 
jump overboard, but just keep sailing 
ahead. And in a half hour or so, you 
would have seen that the mule was 
not. walking on water, but on dry 
land. 


It is like this: Jarvis island, 1COO 


miles south of Honolulu, is a small 
coral island, a mile wide, a couple of 
miles long. There arc no trees on it. 
It is flat, and that highest spot is 20 
feet abovo water. It's just a dot in 
the vast South Seas. 


People were living on Jarvis in the 


'60.1. There were even women and 
children, and a mule. ,Thc island was 
so low that an approaching voyager 
could sec the man and the mule long 
before the land itself came up over 
the horizon. 


On Australia Route 


Parvis is one of three islands—Jar- 


vis, Baker, and Rowland—which the 
United States thinks would make n 
fine stopover base for airlanes flying 
on regular schedule from California to 
Australia. Some government officials 
view such a route as n probability 
within two years. 


So, the government has been pros- 


pecting around among the South Sou 
islands since last winter. Its men have 
visited every U. 'S. possession down 
there, looked the ground over, and 
loft parties to study the weather. 


William T. Miller, airway superin- 


tendent, of the Bureau of Air Com- 
merce, Department of Commerce, has 
mado three trips to the South Seas 
since last March, on the coast guard 
outter Itasca. He visited eight or ten 
islands, some inhabited, some not. He 
picked out three as the most likely, 
and left men on them. The islands 
aro the three before named—Jarvis, 
Baker, and Howland.

Here is the 
record: 


The three islands were discovered 


by American seamen between 1832 
and 1842. They weren't anything to 
be very proud of; just bumps of gray 
sand sticking out of the water no big- 
ger than a good-sized ranch. 


American 
whalers 
often 
visited 


them, to gather birds' eggs when their 
supplies were low. 


The First Colony 


In 1857 an American company, form- 


ed in New York, sent colonists to the 
islands to dig guano deposits for fer- 
tilizer. The islands were 
possessed 


again at that time for America by 
Capt. John Patty, of the Hawaiian 
schooner Lihiliho. 


The digging went on for 22 years, 


and the guano was sent to the States 
and sold for a high price. During all 
this time, American men and women 
lived there. 


Then, in 1879. one of the men in 


charge of the South Sea guano dig- 
ging pulled what is known as a fast 
one on the home office. He reported 
to New York that the guano wus all 
gone. So the company abandoned its 
colony there. 


But the guano wasn't gone at all. 


Tons of it were lying there, already 
dug. The sly official had a scheme to 
sell it for himself in Australia. 


One boat load was sold, but the ship 


was lost on its second voyage. There 
has been no guano digging, or any 
habitation, on Jarvis or Baker or 
Howland from that clay to this—more 
than 50 years. 


Hawaii Junction 


The map shows how these islands 


lie in relation to possible airline routes 
to Australia. Any such airline would 
branch south of Hawaii. And it would 
also go through Samoa, for that is on 
a direct line to Australia. Samoa is 
our southernmost possession. 


It is probable that an American 


company would run the line as far 
south as New Zealand, where a Brit- 
ish company would take over and run 
it 
on 
to Australia. Our problem, 


then, is how to get the planes from 
Honolulu to New Zealand. 


There are a number of possible 


routes from Honolulu as far as Samoa. 
One would dog-leg to the east, with 
a division point on Jarvis island, 1600 
miles from Honolulu. 


Another route would dog-leg to the 


west, stopping at Johnston Island first, 
then either Baker or Howland (they're 
only 35 miles apart.) and then Samoa. 


A third route would 
be 
to 
go 


straight through, with a stopover at 
Kingman Reef or Palmyra Island. But 
neither of these islands is half way to 
Samoa, and that would mean an aw- 
ful lot of water on the second day's 
hop. 


Hurricane Refuge. 


Swain's Island, not far north of 


Samoa, could be used if there was a 
hurricane or something wrong at Sa- 
moa. Both Swain's and Palmyra Is- 
lands arc privately owned, are thick- 
ly grown with tropical vegetation, and 
look just like the islands in the steam- 
ship ads. 


Palmyra Island, although a thousand

HOUSTON, 
Texas—(f?)—Rain-swol- 


len streams poured 
into 
northwest 


Houston Sunday night and spread over 
Harris county, leaving one dead, more 
than 30 persons missing and causing 
damages exceeding $1,000,000. 


Near East Bernard, Texas, Arnold 


Holub, 26, of Day City, fell from a 
bridge railing into West Bernard riv- 
er and was drowned. 


No word had been received from 30 


residents at Dunn's sawmill in the 
area overflowed by Cypress creek. 
Buffalo bayou at 5 p. m. had risen 
five feet above its record level during 
the disastrous flood here in 1929 and 
was rising eight inches an hour. 


The water swept into hundreds of 


homes here and roared into the base- 
ments of Christmas-stocked stores and 
warehouses. 


An unidentified, men was reported,

eter to measure the last degree of 
temperature, from one down to abso- 
lute zero where heat ceased to exist, is 
under development at the University 
of California. 


TJje instrument has been developec 


toriead accurately- down, to one-tent) 
of "a degree, by W: F; Giauque, pro- 
fessor of chemestry, and Dr. D, P 
MasDougall. 


Never before has there been an ac- 


curate scale for the last degree. For 
in this last step in cold fantastic things 
sometimes happen. 


Absolute zero is 459.6 below, Fehren- 


heit, or 273 below, centigrade. No or- 
dinary methods will register this last 
degree. 


Professor Giauque solves the prob- 


lem by use of electrical inductance. 
A coil of wire is placed around the 
cold apparatus, but is thermally iso- 
lated from it by mean? of a high 
vacuum. 


An alternating electrical current is 


run through the coil. This current is 
sensitive to the "last degree," that is, 
impedance to flow of the' current 
through the coil increases as the tem- 
perature is lowered.
